NEW CONTROL method cheap EXIUBmo 4 AT 

AND EFFECTIVE REGINA 


(By W. O. SMITH,Agronontiflt, Ray¬ 
mond School of Agriculture) 

During the past two yearn the 
yUberta Dept. tA Agriculture h'.s 
been testing Uie use of Sulp'.iurJc Ac 
Id for (he control of stinkweed found 
gnciwlng In crops of grain. The spr* 
ayiing of weedy crops with sulphuric 
aold wlvTe new in Alberta, haa for 
some ^ ln*i? beer used with consider¬ 
able success in certain parts of 
Sumpe, and promises to become of 
more widespread use in Western Ct n 
ada. 

One of the difficult problcmr 
facing the farmer whose hand is beul- 
ly Infested with stinkweed s to pr • 
vent the ocseed'ng of Ifls land w th 
weedseeds produced vt:th the crop 
It has been found that bad infestat¬ 
ions y>f stinkweed in grain crops con 
be effectively end cheaply controlled 
by spraying with dilute solutions of 
sulphuric acid and at the rame tin^e 
cause no or very slight injury to t'lc 
gram crop Itself. 

It may seem difficult to belir';e 
that a chemical which kills stink¬ 
weed will have little or no effect on 
the grain crop. But such Is the ca^e 
Sulphuric acid Is selective in it' act- 
ton. This seleotlvlty depends on ihe 
nature of the plant. Annual plants, 
surti as stinkweed,w.ld mustard and 
wild buckwheat, with broad, unprot¬ 
ected hoiisontal leaves are readily 
attacked by the ac'd. Wheht, oats, 
barley and wild oats escape eeriou; 
injury from the acid due to t h Ir 
leaves bdlng narrow, vertical and 
protected by a layer of Rubstanc' 
which resists the action of the che¬ 
mical. 

Only certain weeds ban be cont¬ 
rolled by Sulphurci acid. It is not 
effective in controlling lambs qua*- 
ters and wild oats, Canada thlf^ le cr 
perrennial sow thistle. The weed 
however, wh'ch can be controllo'^ 
with sulphuidc act'd aie so widely 
and thickly spread that this meth d 
of treatment is worthy of consider¬ 
ation. 

The proper time for treatment Ir 
when the grain has 3 to 4 leaver 
and the stinkweed is In the rosett'' 
stage. The rate of application found 
most satii. factory is 100 gallons pC' 
acre of a 3 to 4 p.c. (volume) aolut- 


amount of concentrated arid 
required per acre is npp ox. 50!h 
which can be ob alned for one cent 
per lb f.o.b. Trail, B. C. Laid down 
In Raymond the chemical costs be¬ 
tween 60 and 70 cents per acre. Un¬ 
der preserit conditions the cost cf 
labor for treating one acre would 
be about 50 cents. The mhchine used 
for this work was imported from 
France and specially made to res's^ 
the action of ’’he acid. It und r- 
Btood that several of the fatm im¬ 
plement companies on. this contin'n^ 
are working on a large.' sprayer an 
when thesB are on the market it i 
expected that the cost of making th 
treatments will be less than that juf* 
cuoted. 

The 'ests made last year gave ai 
Increased yield, a few days delav i 
riatiirity, and a ucoessful contrd 
the stinkweed. For &b''ut ten dayf 
following a treatment the gra'n look 
Injured which la due to the lips of t ^ 
leaves being affected by the chemica’ 
This injured appearance rom dis:p 
pea 8 and then very lit/Ie difference 
Is noticed between treated and ur.- 
treated grain crops. 

EJxperlmcntal work in th© use o' 
sulphuric acid for stinkweed contro’ 
Is being conducted from tho R:.ymcii 
School of A.'jriculture in co-operat'rr 
with the Field Crops Branch cf th 
Provincial Departmen' of Agrlcultur' 
the Consolidated Mining and Sm'lt- 
.'ng Co., Trail. B.C.. and numerou 
farmers on w'hose land the tes'ts ar 
being conducted. For the benefit of 
those wishing to see the results 
this method of weed control, sign' 
have been posted in some of the trea 
ed fields which a e easily accessible 
to main travelled roads. Signs are 
located on the following farm ;
